Somo bird.s 
represent the' riiftjosty of nature, like 
the oagles; others its ferocity, like the 
hawk; others its cunning, iiko tlio 
crow; otliera its sweetness aud molody, 
like tho sonw birds.

To THF. Editor: — In your article this 
morning on the sale of tho water works 
you endeavor to show that these works 
are so profitable to the city that thu sale 
of them would not be advisable. You 
state that the water works produced last 
year a profit of some ^3500 after paying 
all chariies. You have, however, in 
making this calculation entirely omitted 
the sum of S7500 which was expended in 
filter beds, service pipes, Ac, and which 
or some similar amount occurs yearly, and 
must continue to do so in order to run the 
works eflectively.

Showing a deficit of over $|4000 in tho 
working of a water system that certainly 
is far from satisfactory to the citizens ;and 
furthermore nothing lias boon provided in 
above charges for depreciation in value or 
wear and tear. 

Now, sir, the parties wo represent '\ri- 
not at all wish it to bo thought thst they 
oxpoct to make no ^taiil. i.-'t.i uf the works 
had they pp'sflssilin of them, but all they 
do 7»ipect IS to make a moderate rate of 
'interest on the investment, and for this 
tiiey would .supply tho city much more 
effectively than it has ever been supplied 
with abundance of water for all, being 
stringently bound down by act of legis- 
lature to this and to keep tho rates low as 
now. The present prevailing §1 a luuiilh 
rate would bo continued, and for small 
houses a 50 cent per month rate, made. 
In addition thoy would bo willing to make 
further reduction on the city having a 
population of 20,000. 

The probable rate of interest that the 
purchasers might make would be almost 
as follows: 

Thu sum offered and the cost of extoiid- 
iiig works would amouut to about iJJiOO,- 
000. Assume that with extension of 
works tho revenue may be brought up to 
^;iO,000, from this is to be deducted at 
least ;fl4,000 for salaries, filtering, pipes, 
itc, leaving a nut revenue of §10,000. 
This is about four and a half percent, 
per annum on tho investment, and no 
provision has been made for deterioration 
or wear and tear. It is very evident on 
considering tho matter, that tho works 
must be carried on with great carefulness 
and perfect system in order to inako them 
f'enmherative.
